MORAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND  LOGIC. 

One  hour  for  Lecture  ; the  other  hour  of  the  day  was  devoted 
to  examination  on  the  Lecture  previously  heard,  and  to  the 
reading  of  Essays.  The  students  were  required  to  write  an 
Essay  each  week,  which  was  read  and  criticised  in  the  class. 


FACULTY  OL  THEOLOGY, 

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 

The  business  of  this  Class  during  the  last  Session  has  been 
conducted,  to  a great  extent,  through  the  medium  of  Text 
Books,  on  which  the  students  were  subjected  to  a close  exami- 
nation. Two  Lectures  (occasionally  more)  illustrative  of,  or  sup- 
plementary to,  the  Text  Books, were  delivered  weekly,  on  which 
also  the  Students  were  examined ; and  the  first  five  chapters  of 
the  Epistle  to  the  Romans  were  read  in  Greek,  and  accompa- 
nied with  critical  and  expository  Lectures. 

The  Text  Books  were 

I.  Butler’s  Analogy.  This  w’ork  was  studied  throughout,  the 
students  being  examined  daily  on  a prescribed  passage,  and 
afterwards  giving  in  a written  analysis  of  it,  which  was  read 
and  criticized  by  the  Professor. 

II.  Hill’s  Lectures  in  Divinity.  Three  books  were  studied, 
comprising  the  first  half  of  the  work.  Of  the  first  book,  on 
the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  a carefully  written  analysis 
was  given  in  by  each  student.

III.  Vinet’s  Pastoral  Theology.  In  connection  with  the  study 
of  this  work,  one  exercise  was  required  of  the  students,  “On 
the  Call  to  the  Christian  Ministry.” 

The  various  discourses  prescribed  by  the  Church  were  also 
delivered  by  the  Students,  according  to  their  standing  in  the 
Class.

iHE  Seventeenth  Session  of  Queen’s  College  will  begin  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
October  (6th  October)  1858,  at  which  date  all  Intrants  and  regular  Students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  are  required  to  be  present. 

The  Divinity  Classes  will  be  opened  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November. 

Candidates  for  matriculation  as  regular  Students  of  the  first  year  will  undergo  an 
examination  before  the  College  Senate  in  the  first  three  books  of  the  JEneid  of 
Virgil ; the  first  three  books  of  Ceesar’s  Commentaries ; Mair’s  Introduction ; the 
Greek  Grammar;  the  first  book  of  Euclid;  and  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  Vulgar  and 
Decimal  Fractions,  and  the  Extraction  of  Roots,  inclusive. 

The  only  charges  are  £1  for  Matriculation  Fee ; £2  for  each  class  per  session,  to 
be  paid  on  admission  to  the  classes;  and  £1  additional  in  the  Natural  Philosophy 
Class,  for  expenses  of  apparatus. 

Each  Student  on  entering  must  produce  a certificate  of  Moral  and  Religious  Char- 
acter from  the  Minister  of  the  Congregation  to  which  he  belongs. 

Intrants  becoming  candidates  for  Bursaries,  shall  be  required,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  Matriculation  Examinations,  to  stand  an  examination  on  the  Greek  Gram- 
mar and  the  first  ten  chapters  of  the  Gospel  of  John.  For  Students  of  previous 
years  the  subjects  of  examination  for  Bursaries  will  be  those  prescribed  at  the  close 
of  the  session.  

The  Prepaeatory  Department,  or  College  School,  will  be  conducted  as  usual, 
under  the  charge  of  competent  Masters.

PEOCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Queen’s  College,  ) 

3rd  June,  1857. ) 

The  Annual  General  Meeting,  to  have  been  held  this 
day,  was  adjourned  until  next  morning,  the  number  of 
Trustees  present  not  formiag  a quorum  lor  the  transaction 
of  the  more  important  business. 


Queen’s  College,  ) 

4th  June,  1857.  10  a.m.  ) 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  held  this  day. 

The  minutes  of  Meetings  held  on  lOtb  July,  15th  Oc- 
tober, 19th  and  20th  November,  1856,  and  8nd  June, 
1857,  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Letter  read  from  the  Synod  clerk,  intimating  re-election 
by  the  Synod  of  Kev.  A.  Spence,  Eev.  Dr.  Barclay,  and 
Kev.  Dr.  George.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  place 
the  names  of  these  gentlemen  on  the  Boll  of  Trustees,  in 
conformity  with  the  Koyal  Charter. 

Minutes  read  of  a Meeting  of  the  lay  Trustees,  held  on 
the  first  day  of  the  Meeting  of  Synod,  in  conformity  with 
the  Koyal  Charter,  at  which  the  following  lay  Trustees, 
retiring  by  rotation,  had  been  re-elected  : James  Hamiltoo, 
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M.D.,  A.  Drummond,  Hugh  Allan,  and  John  Cameron^ 
Esquires.  The  Secretary  was  further  directed  to  place 
these  names  at  top  of  the  Eoll  of  lay  Trustees. 

On  motion,  Resolved:  That  the  Rev,  Dr.  Barclay,  Rev. 
R.  Burnet,  Hon.  Justice  McLean,  and  John  Cameron, 
Esq.,  be  a Committee  to  report  on  the  legality  and  expe- 
diency of  the  present  mode  of  electing  lay  Trustees,  This 
Committee  to  report  at  next  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Hon.  John  Hamilton  was  elected  Chairman  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the 
past  year  were  confirmed. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  communicate  the  thanks 
of  the  Board  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fowler,  to  the  Colonial 
Committee,  and  to  S.  S.  Laurie,  Esq.,  Secretary,  for  their 
kind  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  College,  and  for  the 
trouble  they  had  taken  in  giving  information  to  candidates 
for  the  vacant  chair. 

On  motion.  Resolved  : That  after  ample  accommodation 
has  been  provided  for  the  classes  in  Arts  and  Divinity,  the 
Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  give  gratuitously 
all  possible  facilities  for  the  meeting  of  the  Medical  Classes 
in  the  College  Building,  but  that,  inasmuch  as  it  is  de- 
sirable that  a Building  should  be  erected  for  the  special 
use  of  the  Medical  Classes,  the  Executive  Committee  and 
the  Medical  Faculty  do  take  into  serious  consideration 
what  means  can  be  adopted  towards  the  attainment  of  that 
object. 

On  motion.  Resolved : That  the  following  Trustees  be 
a Committee  to  take  into  consideration  a memorial  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Dr.  George,  and  a letter  addressed  to 
the  Board  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Borthwick.  Dr.  Cook,  Mr.  Spence, 
and  Mr.  McMorine. 

On  motion.  Resolved : That  Dr.  Cook,  Dr.  Machar,  Mr. 
McMorine,  Mr.  Spence,  and  Mr.  Cameron,  be  a Commit ^ 
tee  to  Report  to  the  Evening  Sederunt  regarding  houses 
and  salaries  of  Professors. 

Meeting  adjourned  till  i past  8 of  same  day.

The  Committee  to  whom  the  memorial  of  Dr.  George, 
and  letter  of  Mr.  Borthwiek  had  been  referred,  having 
reported  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  the  following 
Kesoluticn  was  adopted : The  Board  having  appointed 
Dr.  Cook,  Mr.  Spence,  and  Mr.  McMorinc  to  conler  with 
Mr.  Weir  on  the  subject  complained  of,  they  reported  that 
they  had  received  from  Mr.  Weir  an  explicit  declaration 
that  he  had  not  intended  by  the  reasons  of  dissent  which 
he  gave  in  to  the  Senatus,  to  endorse  or  homologate  the 
statements  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Borthwiek,  nor  did  he 
believe  that,  fairly  considered,  they  will  bear  this  inter- 
pretation. And  the  Board  having  dealt  with  Mr.  Bortb- 
wick,  and  obtained  his  acknowledgment  that  he  had  used 
language  fitted  to  give  wrong  impressions — in  particular 
that  he  had  made  charges  against  the  order  and  discipline 
of  the  College,  which,  if  these  expressions  be  understood 
in  their  ordinary  sense,  cannot  be  substantiated,  and  are 
fitted  very  greatly  to  injure  the  College — which  language 
he  now  deeply  regrets ; and  further,  JMr.  Borthwiek  hav- 
ing withdrawn  his  complaint  given  in  this  day  against  Dr. 
George,  and  expressed  his  regret  that  he  should  have  used 
the  language  contained  in  it,  and  expressed  his  desire  to 
be  received  into  Dr.  George’s  class  to  complete  his  course 
as  a student  of  Divinity,  the  Board  agreed  to  admonish 
Mr.  Borthwiek  to  greater  caution  in  future,  and  to  give 
all  due  respect  and  obedience  to  the  authorities  of  the 
College,  into  which  they  now  resolve  that  he  be  admitted. 
And  the  Board  do  trust  and  expect  that  Dr.  George,  who 
has  had  just  cause  of  offence  in  the  paper  which  has  given 
rise  to  this  case,  will  allow  the  whole  matter  to  drop,  and 
receive  Mr.  Borthwiek  into  his  class.  And  the  Board 
take  this  opportunity  of  renewing  the  expression  of  their 
entire  confidence  not  only  in  the  eminent  ability,  but  in 
the  unwearied  diligence  of  Dr.  George  in  the  discharge  of 
his  important  duties.

Secretary  instructed  to  correspond  with  agents  for  the 
estate  oi  the  late  Professor  Smith,  respecting  £85  Stg., 
supposed  to  have  been  received  by  him  on  account  of  the 
Bursary  Fund  from  the  Colonial  Committee.  And  also 
respecting  the  box  of  books  purchased  or  collected  by 
Prof  Smith,  which  had  not  been  received  at  the  College. 

IiiStructions  given  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report  to  the 
Colonial  Committee,  and  also  to  forward  the, usual  petitions 
to  Government  for  the  Annual  Grant. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cook,  the  following  Resolutions  were 
.entered  upon  the  Minutes,  and  referred  to  next  General 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: — 

I.  That  whereas  the  present  College  Building  is  not 
sufficiently  large  and  commodious  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  literary  and  theological  classes.  Library,  Museum, 
&c.,  and  also  of  the  Medical  classes,  it  is  desirable  that 
suitable  accommodation  should  be  provided  for  the  Medi- 
cal clashes  in  a separate  Building. 

II.  d'hat  sLich  accommodation  could  be  most  easily  and 
cheaply  provided  by  the  erection  of  a Building  behind 
the  present  College,  say  on  or  near  the  site  of  the  present 
wood-house,  inasmitch  as  from  its  position  no  architectural 
ornament  would  be  at  all  necessary. 

III.  That  such  Building  might,  along  with  suitable 
rooms  for  the  medical  classes,  comprise  a Public  Hall  for 
General  Meetings  of  the  College,  for  Prayers,  for  Divine 
Service,  for  the  granting  of  Degrees,  &:c. 

IV.  That  the  sum  of  £1000  Cy.,  be  expended  in  the 
, erection  of  such  Building.  And  whereas  it  is  desirables 
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First,  That  the  General  education  of  students  of  medicine 
attending  the  University  should  be  improved,  and  the 
character  and  standing  of  the  Profession  be  raised  over 
the  country  : Secondly,  That  by  additional  fees  means 
should  be  received  to  meet  the  interest  (.f  the  sum  so  ex- 
pended, it  be  a standing  rule  that  in  order  to  receive  a 
Medical  Degree  in  the  University,  it  should  be  necessary 
during  each  year  of  attendance  to  atterul  one  of  the  liter- 
ary and  philosophical  classes  for  at  least  one  hour  a day. 

V.  That  to  insure  the  payment  of  the  capital  sum  so 

expended,  a sum  not  less  than be  annually 

set  apart  from  the  Parliamentary  Grant  to  the  Medical 
Faculty. 

VI.  That  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  next  General 
Meeting  of  Trustees  the  means  of  deciding  on  the  expe- 
diency of  these  proposed  Resolutions,  ]\[r.  Drummond  be 
authoi'ized  to  ]trocure  plans  and  estimates  for  such  a 
Building  as  is  required,  after  consulting  with  the  Secre- 
tary and  other  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  that 
tlie  Secretary  do  write  to  Dr.  Stewart  to  ascertain  the 
opinimi  of  the  Medical  Professors  as  to  the  probable  effect 
on  the  attendance  of  medical  students,  of  such  a rule  as 
it  is  proposed  to  lay  down  in  regard  to  degrees  in  medi- 
cine. 

Dr.  Cook  stated  that  Professor  Weir  was  desirous  to 
have  the  sanction  of  the  Trustees  in  raising  a fund  over 
the  church,  the  interest  of  which  should  be  employed  in 
•giving  scholarships  to  students  attending  Queen’s  College: 
the  scholarships  to  be  decideil  by  competition,  to  be  held 
.during  the  curriculum,  subject  to  similar  conditions  with 
those  imposed  on  Bursars,  and  to  be  open  to  students  of 
all  denominations,  whether  looking  forwards  to  the  Minis- 
try or  not.  It  was-  further  stated  that  in  the  event  of  his 
-obtaining  such  sanction,  he  was  prepared  to  enter  zealous- 
ly on  the  work,  and  would  render  an  account  annually  to 
.the  Trustees.  The  Executive  Committee  agreed  to  trans- 
mit the  above  to  no.\t  General  Meeting,  with  a strong 
expression  of  their  approval. 

On  motion,  Resolved : That  Professors  Williamson  and 
Weir  be  requested  to  state  what  reduction  on  their  present 
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salary  they  would  be  willing  to  have  made  as  condition  of 
their  receiving  the  fees.
